A LABOR GATHERING. 


London's Unemployed Listen to Speech-mak- 
ing at Tower Hil. — 

LONDON, Dec. 12.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) Thousands of un- 
employed met at Tower Hill today and 
listened to addresses by James Keir 
Hardie. a Socialist. member of Parlia- 
ment: Frank Smith and others. Hardie 
said he intended to move the adjourn- 
ment of the Commons so as to call 
the attention of Parliament to the con- 
dition of the unemployed. 

Upon the conclusion of the speech- 
making. the crowd marched to Hyde 
Park. A number of black and red 
flags were displayed. The police dis- 
persed the crowd. Hardie later made 
his motion in the House. 

After a _ brief discussion, Rt. Hon. 
Henry Fowler, president of the local 
government board, said the House could 
not go into committee of the whole on 
the important question of the unem- 
ployed. He added that the local gov- 
ernment board was doing its best to 
deal with the question of relief, and ad- 
vised the House to wait for the impend- 
ing report of the Labor Commission.

THE ARDEAMONT MYSTERY. 


A. J. Monson, Who Murdered His Pupil, 
Lieut. Hambrough, on Trial. 

EDINBURGH, Dec. 12.—(By Cable 
and Associated Press.) The trial of A. 
J. Monson, tutor of Lieut. W. D. C. 
Hambrough, on a charge of murdering 
his pupil to secure the insurance on his 
life to a large amount—one company 
alone having policies on the young 
man’s life to the amount of $100,000— 
began here today. It is alleged that 
Monson had his pupil entirely under 
his influence, and could induce him to 
do anything he saw fit.

The Chinese govern- 
ment is satisfied with the amendment 
to the Geary act, and is not anxious 
to extend the privilege of inimigra- 
tion for their people, bui is solicitous 
for their protection and present privi- 
lege.

THE REPORT OF CHIEP GLASS. 

The annual feport of* Chief of Police 
Glass to the Céiincil, which was printed 
in full in yesterday's Times, would be 
an interesting document at any time, 
being very far from the, cut-and-dried 
recital of facis and figures » which 
Vaually constitutes the reports made 
By heads of departments. It is espe- 
cially interesting and wilt be read with 
more than wsual interest just now, 
when the conduct of police affairs oc- 
cupies so large a share of public atten- 
tion. 

Mr. Glass praises the efficiency of the 
police force and recommends that their 
jay be increased. He shows that the 
Los Angeles police officers now receive 
smaller pay than the officers of any 
other city on the Pacific Coast. A 
slight increase in the force is considered 
necessary. He also very properly asks 
that the city shall guarantee officers 
continuous employment during good be- 
havior and that they shall only be 
removed for cause atylt after a fair in- 
vestigation by the Police Commission- 
ers; further that the State law regard- 
ing police insurance to provide a fund 
for disabled and aged officers be put in 
force. Among the other good recom- 
mendations of Mr. Glass which’ have 
been made now several times in these 
reports but which do not appegh.tt. 
have had any efféc€ on the Coific 
that the police should be supplied ‘with 
arms and drilled in the use of the same, 


that! new’ qiarters should be-provideds 


for a jail in place of the present rotten 
institution, and that the police de- 
partment should be taken entirely out 
of the domain of politics. 

The sections of the report which are 
devoted to the questions of gambling 
and saloons will naturally attract the 
closest attention. These subjects are 
treated by Mr. Glass at considerable 
length and in no uncertain tone. In re- 
gard t6 gambling, the Chief states that 
while gambling in Chinatown has been 
almost stamped out, there has been a 
marked increase of playing for money 
the game known as draw poker, which 
cannot be surpressed under the pres- 
ent law, owing to the fact that it has 
been declared to be a “‘scientific’’ game. 
Mr. Glass reports that there are now no 
less than forty clubrooms in this city, 
mostly in the rear of saloons or cigar 
stores, where this and other games are 
played which offer great opportunities 
to theft and enable their proprietors 
to live in luxury. Most of this money 
is obtained from young clerks and other 
employees who are thus tempted to rob. 
their employets or trom.men of, small 
means who thus get rid of money which 
is needed by their families. In his 
reference to this matter, Mr. Glass uses 
the following strong, pertinent and 
unmistakable language: 

““My experience as a police officer has 
brought me firmly to the belief that 
there is no such thing as an honest 
gambler; nor can any man who under- 
stands the matter, be honest and be an 
advocate of gambling, The taking of 
money or other property by the tricks 
or chances of cards and honesty are 
not habits of the same man. And the 
experiments tried by the officers of 
some other cities, of permitting gam- 
bling in a _ semi-public manner, and 
raiding the games occasionally for the 
purpose of obtaining revenue for the 
city through the means of fines, have 
in all cases proven disastrous. It has 
been demonstrated that gamblers at- 
tract to a city large numbers of other 
classes of thieves, and that where free 


gambling is permitted free stealing is 
found. 


“I will, in the’futuré, as I have in the 
past, use every possible legal means to 
Suppress this vice, and every gambler 
arrested will be prosecuted to the full 
extent of the law; and I earnestly ask 
of your honorable body all the aid that 
you can possibly give me by ordinances, 
in suppressing those games that are 
not prohibited by our State law, but 
which are noné the less gambling, when 
played for a’ consideration, The evil 
is great and increasing.’’ 

On the subject of saloons, the Chief 
calls the attention of the Council to the 
necessity of amending our license ordi- 
mance. He 6 that there are now 
inany places “in this city, some of 
formerly saloons, the licenses of wich 
were revoked ‘by the Police Commis- 
sioners, that are run as restaurants, 
and under restaurant licenses, and 
with sandwiches and lunches their 
proprietors are selling large quantities 
of liquor; and many of the _§ saloon- 
keepers have fitted up restaurants in 
connection with their places to enable 
them to sell liquors Sundays, and the 
courts have decided that parties can 
sell liquors with meals, and have de- 
cided that a sandwich is a meal. Mr. 
Glass says that he will use all possible 
legal means to enfopce the Sunday-clos- 
ing ordinance as’‘it remains 
a flaw. but that it becomes a farce if 
the saloonkKeepers can open small 
restaurants fm connection with their 
saloons, and sell any quantity or kind

SOLDIERS’ HOME. . 


Increasing Visitors’ List—An Attractive Point 
for Tourists—Va s Notes. 

The opening of the present tour- 
ist season has special significance to 
the Soldiers’ Home, from the fact that 
this is the first since the railroad fa- 
cilities have brought the home 
within the list of accessibles, as since 
its founding it as been one of the in- 
teresting points along the Southern 
Coast. The effect of this acces- 
sibility, existent since the Southern 
Pacific branch was opened, in March 
last, is already noticeable in the vis- 
itors’ list. 

The home is in many ways an inter- 
esting spot. The very spirit of its 
fovnding—a nation’s beneficence to its 
time-worn veterans—has its attractions, 


to the Bastern branches, where there 
are less special features than here. 
For instance, the number of visitors to 
the central branch of the home, lo- 
cated at Dayton, O., during @ recent 
three months, reached a total .of 137,- 
000. But here there are many special 
points that add to the general inter- 
est, prominent among which is the 
splendid showing, which the home's 
surroundings present of the possibil- 
ities of this section in landscape gar- 
dening.

Facts and Figures from Super- 
intendent Ejisen’s Report. 


The Tendency Among People of Moderate 
Means to Erect Their Own Homes— 
The Plumbing Ordi- 
nance. 


Superintendent of Buildings Eisen, 
in presenting his annual report, says: 

“T herewith submit. the annual 
amounts of costs of constructions of 
buildings as ascertained by permits is- 
sued from my office for the respective 
twelve months commencing December 
1, 1891, and ending November 30, 1892, 
and commencing December 1, 1892, and 
ending November 30, 1893:

TT WAS HORRIBLE. 


Details of the Murder of 
George Neale. 


Struck With a Hatchet and 
Thrown Overboard. * 


Written Confessions of Capt. Smith 
Introduced. 


Bilberry, the Murdered Boy's ompanion, 
Tells the Whole Story on the Stand o1 
the Cruise of the Lou—Smith’s 

Demeanor. 


When yesterday's session. was 
brought to a close in the United States 
Circuit Court there were but few, in- 
deed, among the crowd of spectators 
who filed out who were not thor- 
oughly convinced that George Neale 
went down to a watery grave on araw 
morning of last December after being 
brutally cut by the master of the sloop 
Lou with a hatchet. 

feale’s last words were: “I die a hor- 
rible death,’”” as he sank beneath the 
waves, stained crimson by the blood 
that flowed from the deep wounds in 
his breast and arms. The youth of the 
victim, the mode adopted by Smith, 
and other attendant circumstances, 
made the murder one of the most re- 
volting ever committed in this section 
of the country. 

Smith, with Neale and another boy 
named Silberry, went off for a trip to 
the islands, the harbour San 
Diego, to gather guano. Oue mornnig 
the rowboat, which had been tied to 
the stern of the sloop, was missed, and 
Smith was very angry thereat, thinking 
that the boys had cut it adrift in order 
to compel him to return home the 
quicker. He was obliged to weigh an- 
chor and start for home without get- 
ting a cargo, and one morning, in a fit 
of anger, he struck Neale with a 
hatchet and threw him overboard. He 
thought also to kill Silberry, but did 
not, evidently believing that the latter 
would corroborate the story that Neale 
had fallen overboard and been drowned 
while on watch, when port was made. 

When arrested and placed in jail he 
made several statements, in which the 
killing was admitted, hence the defense 
in the case has only the theory of in- 
Sanity to rely upon to save the cap- 
tain’s neck. 

A jury was completed yesterday 
morning, and the case was proceeded 
with before Judge Ross. 

The most important testimony intro- 
duced was that furnished by C. U. Sil- 
berry, who told in a graphic manner. 
all the events of the voyage of the Lou 
and the murder of Neale. In response 
to questions put by the prosecuting 
attorney he said: 

“Capt. Smith engaged me to go on 
a cruise early in November. We left 
San Diego on the afternoon of No- 
vember 10. George Neale and Capt. 
Smith were the only other persons on 
board. The tides were*not good so we 
did not make much progress at first. 
For several days we hung close around 
the islands outside We afterward went 
to White Rock where we were to get a 
load of guano. Smith seemed delighted 
with the prospect as the guano was 
very thick about the rock. He ar- 
ranged to load up at once rigging a 
platform for the purpose. George and 
I went ashore one afternoon for mus- 
sels and spent a little time rowing 
around for pleasure. When we re- 
‘turned we fastened the boat by a few 
half hitches to the schooner and went 
to - Early next morning I was 
awakened by Smith, who called to me 
with an oath and asked me what I 
let the boat go adrift for. I told him 
that I did not, but he seemed greatly 
excited and accused George also of cut- 
ting loose the boat. 

“T heard nothing until we were off 
the Coronadé Islands. While I was off 
watch one day I was awakened sud- 
denly by hearing George cry: ‘For 
God’s sake, Sam, don’t shoot me. I 
have been a good boy on. this trip.’ 
Then again I heard him say, ‘For God's 
sake, Sam, don’t shoot; throw me an 
oar, L am dying a horrible ‘death.’ 
Then I heard a shot and went up and 
saw Smith standing with a gun in 
his hands. I asked him what he had 
shot at and he said only a bird. I 
- asked him if he had hit it; he said no. 

Soon after he sat down with the gun 
near him. Finally he asked meif I had 
anything to do with cutting the boat 
adrift. I told him no, and he said 
he believed me. 

“After I had cooked breakfast he 
asked me to wipe@pff the bloody finger- 
marks on the side"of the cabin. Finally 
he asked me how we were going to 
‘fix’ it. I was anxiow& to save my own 
life and I told him I would say when I 
got ashore that the boy was lost over- 
board and send any inquirers to him. 
He smiled at this and seemed satisfied. 
I told him perhaps George had got in 
to San Diego by being picked up by 
some boat. He said, ‘Well, I hope he 
has.’ He seemed pleased: with this 
thought. After we came into .-the 
harbor I got a boat to take me ashore. 

“As I went off the Lou, Smith said 
to me: ‘Take care of your mother, it 
is a serious thing to take the law in 
your own hands, and [I am sorry for 
it now.’ 

Cross-examination failed to shake the 
witness on even the slightest detail, for 
the memory of the few days he had 
spent on board the Lou with Smith had 
been too terrible to be soon forgotten. 
The fact that Smith had made cer- 
tain statements amounting really to con- 
fessions, while confined in jail, has been 
referred to. During the forenoon yes- 
terday, Attorney Hunsaker produced 
the following, written by Smith, and 
duly witnessed, which he read and had 
filed in evidence: 

“SAN DIEGO, Dec. 5. 

‘This is to certify that I done a deed 
I have always abhorred, and I am be- 
coming physically prostrated at. the 
thought. Oh that my life had ended 
before I did such a deed. I have re- 
quested an opportunity to secure some 
property to my friends after my just 
debts are paid, but I have not had an 
opportunity as yet to do so, and I hope 
the mob will spare me until I can do 
80. SAMUEL C. SMITH.” 

Under the same date another page 
was written: 


“IT understand by the papers that an 
intense feeling is aroused against me, 
and as I can perhaps save the shed- 
ding of blood in defense of my person 
I concluded to make a statement of 
what led me into committing the ter- 
rible deed in @ moment of frenzy 
through fear of great personal danger. 

“On or about the 10th of last month 
Y sailed on a voyage to the coast of 
Baba, Cal., in my schooner, named the 
Tou. I engaged Will Silberry and 
George Neale, Silberry at $15 & month 
and Neale at $25. I told them I /had 
made the last two voyages in twenty- 
two days each, and we sailed on those 
conditions. They had worked for me 
some, discharging on the prior trip, 
and knew what weight of packages 
they had to handle. So we sailed and 
arrived on the 14th at the place in- 
tended, but the surf broke so heavy I 
went to another island, eight miles dis- 
tant, and waited about three days. 
Then it waS so we could land, and fill 
our sacks. We worked for two days, 
when it got rough again. . 

“Having nothing to do but to eat 
and sleep, Neale had been asking me 
when I though we would be ready 
to go. He said that Silberry had ex- 

ressed a desire to go back several

I found 
the handle sticking over Silberry’s bed 
Out on the deck was another, that 
I saw the day or so before, but could 
not then find. Silberry said that he 
did not know how the one I found came 
there, but it must have been put 
there by sOme one near morning. A 
sudden frenzy seized me, and 
snatched the hatchet up and struck 
George in his berth, and threw him 
overboard. 

“TIT intended to kill them both, but 
when I came to my senses, I shrank 
from the awful deed, knowing by do- 
ing s0, detection was certain. I look 
with. horror on the horrid act, but 
will have to submit to my fate 

‘“‘Would that death might have over- 
tvken me before I committed the hor- 
rible deed, 

“SAMUEL.C. SMITH.” 

J. Marion Brooks, Esq., for the de- 
fense, devoted questions to ens 
deavoring to elicit something from 
the witnesses that might give color to 
the insanity plea. 

Several sea-faring men, friends of the 
murdered boy’s family, and of Sil- 
berry’s, testified to having made a 
search for the body, but that they 
had never found it. One witness 
thought it most probable that the 
sharks had eaten it. as they were 
known to abound in the waters where 
the boy had been thrown overboard. 

Old Capt. Smith seemed yet to hear 
the dying cry of the lad ringing in 
his ears. for when Silberry repeated 
the words yesterday, he almost visibly 
shuddered and sank lower in the chair 
beside his attorney, as the story so 
familiar to him was again lived over 
in words and imagination. As he says 
in his confession. so he undoubtedly 
sincerely does wish, that he had died 
before the bloody deed was committed. 

It is for the twelve men in the jury 
box to say whether or not life shall not 
be given for life, and the gallows 
avenge the murder of George Neale.

Judge Shaw yesterday granted the 
application of Tessa L. Kelso, City Li- 
brarian, for a writ of mandate to com- 
pel City Auditor Fred H. Teale to num- 
ber and record a demand for $200 on the 
library fund, for her expenses incurred 
us a delegate to the Librarians’ Con- 
gress held at Chicago in June last. 
The reasons for this.glecision, as set 
forth in a lengthy written opinion, are, 
briefly stated, that the Auditor is not 
required to answer for, or decide upon 
the legality of the action of the Board 
of Library Trustees taken after his ob- 
jections are overruled, but that he 
must number and record all demands, 
the Treasurer alone being required to 
decides whether or not a demand is 
lawful before he pays it.

CONVICTED OF SIMPLE ASSAULT. 

Alexander Caresa, a handsome and 
swarthy young Italian fisherman, ap- 
peared before Judge Smith and a jury 
in Department One yesterday, to 
‘answer to the charge of having as- 
saulted James Turner with a deadly 
weapon on November 13 last, at San 
Pedro. 

It was shown for the prosecution that 
the defendant and his father, Salvador 
Caresa, while out on the fishing 
grounds in their skiff.became involved, 
in an altereation with Turner, who 
was close alongside, in his’ boat, as 
the result of which they struck him 
with their oars, and so severely in- 
jured him as to cause him to remain in 
bed for over a week afterwards. 

Eve-witnesses of the affair, however, 
testified that after the Caresas had 
anchored their boat, preparatory to 
casting their nets. Turner steered his 
skiff alongside, and acted as the ag- 


gressor. The defense was, that on 
November 12, old Caresa had found 
Turner's skiff adrift in the harbor, 


and, after towing it ashore, had tied 
it up at the wharf. Turner, upon learn- 
ing of this action, thanked Caresa for 
his kindness, and yothing more was 
thought of the matter. Next day, how- 
ever. Turner steered his skiff alongside 
of that of Caresa, and accused old 
Caresa of having stolen his skiff on the 
previous day. Caresa indignantly re- 
pudiated the charge, and denounced 
Turner as a lair, whereupon the latter 
raised his oar, and struck at the old 
man, who parried the blow in such a 
manner that the oar fell on the gun- 
wale of the boat and was broken. 
Alexander Caresa then came to his 
father’s aid, and, by a_ well-directed 
blow with his oar, placed Turner 
hors de combat. 

Upon this showing, the jury, after a 
deliberation of fifteen minutes, found 
the youth guilty of simple assault only, 
and the court ordered him to appear 
for sentence on Monday next. 

Salvador Caresa, the father of the de- 
fendant. was also charged with the 
same offense, but, upon motion of the 
District Attorney, the case against him 
was dismissed.

J. S. White and L. Williams. 

From the pleadings it was gathered 
that on January 29, 1892, plaintiff was 
employed by defendant as a conductor 
on car 105 of the University line; that 
at 11:40 a.m. of said date, 
while acting in that capacity, and en- 
gaged in opening the switch on Spring 
street, near second, by which cars were 
transferred from the north to the south 
track, he was caught between said car 
105 and hill car No. 2, which was 
standing on the south track, just above 
the switch, and crushed so severely as 
to permanently disable him. The acci- 
dent, he alleges, was entirely due .to 
the carelessness and _ recklessness of 
Motorman Dufrain, who at that time 
time had control of car 105. 

The defendant, in its answer, enters 
a general denial to plaintiff's allega- 
ticns, and avers that the accident was 
due to contributory negligence on ptain- 
tiff's part, he having signaled to the 
motorneer to proceed, although he was 
standing {n an unsafe position. 

Several witnesses who saw the acci- 
dent were called on behalf of the plain- 
tiff, and the matter then went over 
until this morning. 

CONDEMNATION SUIT. 

In Department Four, yesterday, 
Judge Van Dyke and a jury were occu- 
vied with the trial of the condemna- 
tion suit brought by the Southern Pa- 
cific Company to secure a right-of-way 
for its proposed change of location of 
the track on its Santa Monica branch, 
over a strip of land belonging to Mich- 
ael Leahv. who owns 16.95 acres of 
land, fronting 1100 feet on Alameda 
street. and 700 feet on Washington 
street. Leahy claims that th@ strip of 
half an acre it is sought to condemn, 
is worth $4000: that he will be dam- 
aged to the extent of $3000, and that 
it will cost him $50 additional to fence 
his land adjoining said right-of-way, if 
granted. A number of witnesses were 
called on behalf of the defendant, to 
show that the land in question is worth 
what he demands for it. but the mat- 
ter was concluded, and will be 
taken up again today.

Reinstatement of ex-Sergt. Morton and ex- 


Officer Valencia—Saloon Licenses

The Police Commission met yester- 
day. The full board was ‘present ex- 
cept George L. Arnold, the newly- 
elected commissioner, and that gentle- 
man, after having qualified, walked in 


| when the deliberations of the session 


were about half concluded. 

In response to a petition from H. H. 
Johnson, a saloon license was issued to 
him for the place at Alameda and 
North Main streets, it being explained 
that the license for the place had been, 
at the last meetink, revoked, because 
of a misunderstanding about the same 
being delinquent. 

Commissioner Bradish said there were 
two men of the ten recently appointed 
who, it appeared, did not have their 
names on the Great Register. They 
were James W. Bell and Joseph Mc- 
Donald. He moved that these two 
men be discharged from the force, and 
that ex-Sergt. Morton and ex-Officer 
Valencia be reinstated. — 

Maor Rowan objected to this, saying 
it would not be a proper course to take 
to have the discharge of two men and 
the appointment of two others included 
in one motion. 

After a moment's discussion it was 
agreed that the motion should only in- 
clude the dismissal of the two men. 
The vote stood: Yeas, Bosbyshell, Bra- 
dish and Rowan—3: nays, Weldon—l. 
It was decided that the dismissal 
Should take effect January 1. 

A motion to reinstate ex-Officers Mor- 
ton and Valencia, the same to take ef- 
fect January 1, was then carried by 
the same vote as that by which Bell 
and McDonald had been dismissed: 
The Chief reported on the petition 

of Jean Lenert, for a saloon license 
at No. 209 Ferguson alley. Action on 
the petition was deferred one week. 

On motion of Commissioner Weldon, 
Frank O. Wilkinson was appoinfed to 
serve on the force for four months. 


The Chief reported favorably on the.

The Chief reported on the application 
of Thomas Cohn, for a transfer of li- 
cense at No. 1146 East First street, 
from Lawrence Schmidt, and action on 
the matter was deferred one week. 

A communication from the City 
Council called attention to the fact 
that the city jailers were being em- 
ployed twelve hours each per day.

When their 
duties in that capacity were done they 
scarcely. ever 
do. They seldom, if ever, had to be 
in court, as did the other officers: 
they did not have to attend “school,” 
and they did not have to be out on 
parade or inspection. They were al- 
lowed to go out whenever permission 
for the same could reasonably be 
granted. As for the other officers on 
the force, they were spending a good 
deal of time outside of their regular 
duties. Outside of their time for being 
on regular duty, they were going about 
the outskirts of the city, and ‘‘round- 
ing up’’ the tramps and_ suspicious 
characters, so that, in reality, the reg- 
ular men were working from ten to 
twelve hours per day. He was ready 
to take one of the men from the beats 
and have him serve as jailer, if the 
board so desired. He did not wish to 
be tenacious in reference to keeping 
only two jailers, but he was inclined 
to think there was some misapprehen- 
sion in reference to it. 

On motion, the Communication from 
the Council was filed. 

A communication from Detective 
Goodman stated that he had received

TUCSON, Deo. 11.—Tonight Tucson 
has gone wild over the result of today’s 
city election. The town has gone sol- 
idly Republican, something unprece- 
dented in the history of the Territory. 
A total of 664 votes was cast. The 
average Republican majority for the 
seven offices was 84. J. W. Whalley 
(Rep.,) for Councilman-at-Large, de- 
feated W. P.. Woods (Dem.) by a vote 
of 376 to 260, a majority of 115. There 
were ro factions in either party. The 
gains for the g. o. p. for this year are 
about one hundred, the last city elec- 
tion dividing the offices between the 
two parties. 

THD YUMA TREATY. 

The treaty with the Yuma Indians 
has been completed. treaty has 
been signed by all Indians over 18 years 
of age, and now only lacks future ac- 
tion by the government to make it ef- 
fective. The. Yuma reservation is com- 
posed of 45,000 acres of land, of which 
15,000 can be irrigated by a gravity ca- 
nal from the Colorado River. The 
number of Indians is between six and 
seven hundred. They will each receive 
five acres of land. In addition to this, 
320 acres, -which includes all the build- 
ings on the reservation, will be set 
aside for sthool purposes and an ex- 
perimental farm, the latter to be in 
charge of a competent instructor. 
About eleven thousand acres of good 
land will remain, which will be sur- 
veyed into ten-acre jots and offered for 
gale to the highest bidder for cash, after 
being and advertised sixty 
days. If the 45,000 acres of land in the 
Yuma Indian reservation are divided 
ap, atid ten acres given to each of the 
2160 Indians, according to Agent Rust’s 
count, the 33,400 acres left to be sold to 
the public at $50 per acre would give to 
each oid and young, maie and 
female, about $1440 each. .

Young Bowers is Now a Fugi- 
a tive from Justice, 


His Case Called for Trial, but the Defendant 
Failed to Materialize— Story of 
Forger. 


James W. Bowers, the festive young 
barber from Norwalk, is now conspicu- 
ous by his absence. Bowers is charged 
with breaking into Tom  Drury’s 
barber-shop, this city, and stealing a 
quantity of razors, clippers, shears and 
other bers’ tools, to the value of 
about $150. Upon his examination 
some weeks ago, on this charge, before 
Justice of the Peace Humphreys, he 
was held to answer to the Superior 
Court in the sum of $1000 bonds. His 
trial was set for yesterday (Tuesday) 
but the young man did not show up. 
His father came.down from Norwalk, 
and stated to the court that his son 
went to Los Angeles Monday, without 
his knowledge, since which time he 
has not been heard of. Mr. Bowers 
stated that he was away from his 
home Monday for a short time, and 
that, during his absence, the young 
man left on the north-bound train; 
that word was sent to him at once by 
the family, and that he went to Los 
Angeles on the evening train to look 
for him, but could not find him any- 
where. ‘ 

A warrant has been issued for his 
arrest, and officers notified accord- 
ingly. Young Bowers’s bondsmen are: 
E. P. Justice of Westminster, J. H. 
Elliott of Los Angeles, and the young 
fellow’s father, who is a resident of 
Norwalk. 

The fact that the accused has now 
fled, is taken as conclusive evidence 
that he is gulity of the charges pre- 
ferred against him. Upon inquiry and 
investigation, it was ascertained that 
the young man is a very dissolute 
character, and that he bears a hard 
name in and around Norwalk, where 
he has lived for a number of years. 

ANOTHER FORGER RUN DOWN. 

F. L. Bruce is the name of an old 
man 62 years of age, who was brought 
down from Los Angeles early yester- 
day (Tuesday) morning, by Marshal 
Nichols, charged with forgery. Bruce 
forged the name of T. E. Cleland, a 
thresher on the San Joaquin Ranch, to 
an order on the firm of L. Gildmacher, 
this city, for $27, which, when pre- 
sented, was paid in full.

PROMINENT CITIZEN PASSED AWAY 


Col. W. R. Tolles, for twenty years a 
resident of San Bernardino, and one of 
the most prominent citizens of the 
place, died on Monday, after an illness 
ef several months, leaving a widow and 
daughter. He was born at Watertown, 
Ct., April 10, 1823, and removed to the 
South when a young man. When the 
civil war broke out he removed to Bur- 
ton, O., and enlisted with the first vol- 
unteers, and went into service as cap- 
tain of Co. B, Forty-first Regiment, 
Ohio Volunteers. He returned to Ohio 
after the battle of Shiloh to assist ih 
recruiting men, and then went to the 
front as major of the One Hundred 
and Fifth Regiment, and was promoted 
for gallantry to be lieutenant-colonel, 
and then colonel. He was wounded 
twice, and his health failed before the 
close of the war, and he was compelled 
to go home. In 1873 he came to San 
Bernardino, and became active in pub- 
lic works, being for years president of 
the Board of Trade. He built the first 
house in Lugonia, now a part of Red- 
lands. At the State Citrus Fair at Col- 
ton he was a member of the Executive 
Comittee, and his services there were 
the last of a public nature performed 
by him. A brief funeral service was 
held here on Tuesday, and the remains
